Stanford 
asked him to whistle it again, and took 
down the music. ‘Then, turning to 
Graves, he said: ‘‘ You must put words 
to this tune.” The latter did so, choos- 
ing for his subject the Parish Priest of 
Sneem at that date, who is the origin 
of “ Father O’Flynn’’

Judging by Appearances. 


It requires a certain amount of strength 
of mind to choose a green apple instead of 
a rosy one, though the flavour of the less 
attractive-looking fruit may be far superior 
to the flavour of the other. An interesting 
experiment was made in America recently, 
when a group of persons tasted and voted 
for six apples, peeled and cut up in small 
pieces. At the head of the list came a 
green apple, while a red apple of great 
beauty was placed second last. The ex- 
periment was carried further; for apples 
of the six varieties were then judged by 
sight instead of by taste, and the list was 
reversed. The rosy apple that did not 
pass the test of flavour came first in the 
list when it was seen whole: while the 
green apple that had been hailed with 
delight when tasted was placed second last 
when judged by appearance only. This 
experiment has a well-defined moral for 
all those who disobey the old injunction 
and continue to judge a book by its cover. 


Tea-Drinkers 


was not always regarded with 

In a book published not forty 
ago in New York the readers 
are warned against the use of tea. 
even in minute quantities. “Tea,” 
the writer states, ‘‘ contains about three 
per cent. of theine, or more than fourteen 
grains to the ounce. Every pound of tea 
contains enough of this poison to kill 
fifteen hundred frogs or more than fortv 
cats. . Yet half an ounce of tea, 
containing six or seven grains of the 
poison, is often used in making a strong 
cup of tea. Many pefsons drink half a 
dozen or more such cups of tea daily, thus 
imbibing a sufficient amount of poisonous 
theine to kill two or three men not accus- 
tomed to its use, if taken at one dose. If 
tea contains such a poison, why does it not 
produce fatal results more frequently than 
it does? may be inquired. We answer 
simply because a tolerance of the drug ig 
established by use, just as in the case of 
tobacco.’’ A Dr. Bock, of Leipsic, is also 
quoted as saying: ‘‘ The snappish petulant 
humour of the Chinese can certainly be 
ascribed to their immoderate fondness for 
tea.

Killala and Achonry still fresh in the 
minds of the public, it is interesting to 
recall the memory of some of his more 
notable predecessors. As early as 1303 
Theiner records in his Vetera Monumenta 
that Pope Boniface found it necessary to 
appoint a commission to sit in judgment 
on William Bermingham, the Archbishop, 
who,’ blinded by cupidity (c@ca cyupiditate 
seductus), had usurped the Sees of 
Annaghdown and of Mayo, and had taken 
possession of their revenues. Another dis- 
tinguished Bishop of Killala was John 
Law. Law, the son of a Bishop 
of Carlisle and a Fellow of Caius 
College, Cambridge, is said by Paley to 
have had ‘‘ a great variety of knowledge, 
uncommon genius and sincere religion.” 
His views on Roman Catholicism were the 
same as Edmund Burke’s, and, finding it 
impossible to proselytise the Roman 
Catholics in Killala, he decided that at 
least he “would make them good 
Catholics.’’ Archbishop Parker was one of 
the most striking characters on the 
episcopal bench towards the end of the 
seventeenth century. The Palace was well 
knoWh for its hospitality. The table. every 
day was laden with sixteen dishes- for 
luncheon and twelve for supper, with the 
largest variety of wine and a profusion of 
other generous liquors. Consequently the 
future Archbishop King, as Parker's 
chaplain, was suddenly seized with gout, 
‘‘ without dreaming of any inconvenience’”’ 
—not unnaturally, after coming straight 
from the rather frugal commons of those 
times in Trinity College. 


Bishop Stock. 


By far the most interesting figure, how- 
ever, was Dr. Stock, of Killala. He has 
immortalised his memory. by _ his 
‘* Narrative of what passed at Killala ”' 
during the French invasion of 1798. He 
was living in the great castle of Killala 
with his eleven children during visitation 
time, and, «as there was no decent hote! 
in the town, he was surrounded by many 
clergymen. On the arrival of the French, 
his palace was at once occupied; a green 
flag with the inscription ‘* Erin-go- 
bragh ” was hoisted above its gate, and 
the bishop himself became a prisoner in 
the hands of the French. However, he 
soon made friends with the French 
officers after the landing. When the poor 
townsfolk of Killala clustered round the 
French, shouting that they were come to 
take arms for France and the Blessed 
Virgin, the captain of the armament re- 
marked to Stock: “God heln these 
simpletons If they knew hov little we 
care about the Pope and his religion, they 
would not be so hot in expecting help 
from us.” . 


A cYCodern Babulon. 


What promises to be a modern Babylon 
is being constructed in the heart of New 
York, and will probably be completed 
some time in 1934. Radio City—as the 
group of buildings representing Time, 
a mim Art and Science is to be called—is 
planned to excel anything yet built in the 
United States or anywhere else. Music 
halls, cinemas and theatres will be in- 
cluded in the buildings, but one of the 
most impressive features will b>» the roof 
gardens on the main building. These are 
to cover 38,000 square feet above the 
ground level on various floors. Landscape 
gardening around all the buildings has 
been designed on a mos* elaborate scale, 
and will cover over seven acres of floor

Unlike the magnetic compass, it 1s Immune 
from variation, Ceviation and errors caused by 
the rolling of a vessel. Repeater compasses, 
worked from one master compass, can be 
placed in convenient parts of the ship.

MICROPHONES IN 
POLICE COURT. 


MANCHESTER EXPERIMENT. 


For the first time in the history of police 
court procedure in England an experiment is 
to be made at Manchester City Police Court 
to-morrow in the recording and reproduction 
of cases on special apparatus. 

In. the Stipendiary Magistrate’s Court in 
Minshull street microphones are to be fitted 
in the witness box, on the magistrate’s 
bench, the clerk’s table, the solicitors’ 
benches, the Chief Court Officer’s desk, and 
the dock. They will be coupled with a 
monitor box, which will control the record- 
ing, and will cut out extraneous or irrelevant 
matter. Each microphone can be controlled 
separately. The proceedings will be electro- 
magnetically recorded on a steel tape, which 
forms a permanent record. The evidence, 
statements, or speeches, can be reproduced a 
few moments later if required on loud 

ers or on headphones.

The Power of France. 


The nations of the world, when the 
Treaty of Versailles was signed, might 
have been divided without fear of serious 
inaccuracy into two groups—the victors 
and the vanquished. Every country that 
did not fall within either of these two 
categories was relatively negligible, with 
the exception of Soviet Russia, which 
lowered, a horrid and intractable 
monstrosity, in the north. Since then 
things have changed, and during 1931 thev 
have begun to take recognisable shape. 
Money, traditionally the root of al] evil, 
has contributed to this unwelcome 
development ; reparations, the product of 
the Versailles Treaty, have been especially

Little Entente. Originally this Little 
Entente was formed under 
benign mgis tu protect Czechoslovakia, 
Yugoslavia and Rumania from Hungarian 
dangers. What these dangers could have 
been remains undisclosed, but the Little 
Entente, in fact, if not theory, has 
received the handsome addition of Poland. 


Now France is endeavouring to overcome 
Czechoslovakia’s dislike of Hungary im 
order that the alleged enemy may be 
roped within the fold. The Quai d’Orsay 
then would be able to dispose of what in 
efiect would be an anti-German bloc of 
nearly 100,000,000 souls, 

French anxieties concerning Poland, 
therefore, become obvious when it is 
remembered that Poland’s Russian 
frontier and the Polish Corridor, which 
divides Germany from East Prussia, are 
questionable in the extreme. In_ the 
matter of the Russian frontier the Union 
of Socialist Soviet Republics has been 
silkily vague. Both parties in the Russ»- 
Polish Pact ‘‘ undertake not to use force 
for the purpose of altering the present 
frontiers of Poland.’’ ‘‘ This is the most 
that we are able to concede,’’ observe 
Stalin to Herr Emil Ludwig. He was 
not conceding much; for, while Germany 
still endures the almost intolerable insult 
of the ‘‘ Corridor,’’ Russia need not move 
against Poland. A little encouragement 
extended to Germany would serve. 
More important, however, is the question 
of Germany’s measures to protect her 
self against the strangle-hold with which 
France is seeking to encircle her. Two 
outstanding allies suggest themselves-- 
Great Britain and Soviet Russia. Between 
these two she must make her choice, 
though Ludendorff considers that the two, 
from Germany's angle, are not incom- 
patible. Presumably, she will choose the 
country which is the more ready to help. 
The whole situation has reached a point 
where the financial aspects are becoming 
merged with the political, and, unless 
prompt steps are taken, national dis- 
contents soon will be national hatreds. 
Russia, allied to a Germany made bitter 
by harh treatment, woull be an 
incalculable menace to the world. Quick 
sympathy with Germany can save every- 
thing, and is in the interests of all the 
countries, including France. 


France's 


Stage and Screen. 


How will the stage and the theatre fare 
in 1932, and what will be the event of the 
war that continues between them? One 
thing is certain—that th. struggle has 
become more keen within recent months. 
Not a few theatres which had succumbed 
to a huge popular demand for films have 
reverted to the sLauo show: we may 
instance the largest and most “ his- 
torical" theatre in Dublin. It is hard to

The declining 
year did not offer a single play of real 
eminence. The films, on the other hand, 
are improving in artistic quality by leaps 
and bounds. Four or five excellent pro- 
ductions came from the United States.

France has found a new director of un- 
questioned value and popularity in M.

Prchibition in Finland. 


To-day the people of Finland are voting 
in a ‘consultative referendum ” on pro- 
hibition. The result of such a referendum 
has not the force of law, but is an ex- 
pression of the national will which the 
Diet must respect. On this occasion the 
people are being asked to vote for one 
of three courses—the maintenance, mod!- 
fication or repeal of prohibition—and next 
month the Cabinet will bring legislative 
proposals before the Diet. The Helsingfors 
Correspondent of The Times says that the 
odds seem to be in favour of repeal, and 
he cites two cogent reasons, Prohibition 
has failed to further national temperance, 
and the taxation of liquor would bring 
large sums to a needy exchequer. The 
manufacture and import of liquor con- 
taining wore than two per cent, of alcohol 
have been yrohibited in Finland since 
191¥. From that date smuggling and illicit 
home-distilling began to flourish, and the 
Government's strenuous efforts to defeat 
them have been futile. Smugglers and 
‘‘ bootleggers,”” working with international 
capital, have imported liquor at innumer- 
able places on the long coast-line, and it 
is reported that during the present year 
Germany alone has shipped no less than 
9,000,000 litres of undiluted spirit te 
Baltic waters. Experts estimate that 
Finland’s present consumption of strong 
drink is larger by fifty per cent. than her 
consumption in 1913; and at least 10,000 
persons are indicted annually for drunken- 
ness in public places. Moreover, during 
th. lust decade, the convictions for murder 
aud assault in Finland have shown an 
alarming excess over similar convictions 
in Sweden, Denmark and Norway. Moved 
by these facts, and by many others of the 
same sort, the Cabinet proposed the 
present referendum, declaring that ‘‘ the 
conflict between the. nation’s customs and 
the Act has resulted in open and de- 
moralising abuse.” Nevertheless, prohibi- 
tion retains a strong following. The 
Agrarian Party supports it, and eleven 
temperance societies have issued a fighting 
manifesto. At the last moment the 
Governor of the Banus of Finland has 
reinforced the case for repeal with a 
statement that the country cannot afford 
to lose 300,000,000 marks of income and 
to leave the liquor trade in the hands of 
professional criminals. 


Unpunished Crime. 


The year 1931 has been conspicuous in 
England for an extraordinary number of 
crimes of violence which have remained 
unpunished. In eleven cases of murder 
the criminals have contrived to elude 
justice, and no little uneasiness has 
hecome manifest in the public mind. 
From time to time the police are sub- 
jected to a critical assault which, doubt- 
less, is not always without justification. 
On the other hand, we must not forget 
that the English police suffer from several 
internal and external handicaps. The 
findings of the last Koyal Commission on 
police methods imposed wide restrictions 
on their freedom of action. In several 
of this year’s murder cases it was 
manifest that the criminal was a _ par- 
ticular type of maniac, to whom no 
normal motive could be assigned. Thus 
the police lack what is usually the 
most valuable of all clues; definite proof 
cannot be obtained, and, under the new 
regulations, they may not arrest on even 
the strongest suspicion. They may not 
demand replies to their questions, and 
they may not inquire into the movements 
of persons on whom their suspicion 
falls. Externally, we believe, their 
efficiency is clogged by two circumstances. 
In the first place, au inordinate propor- 
tion of the police force has been with- 
drawn in recent years from its proper 
functivn, the investigation of crime, to 
the control of traffic. In the second 
place, the police work to-day undér a blaze 
of “ publicity.”’ Their every movement in 
an important cas» is flaunted to 
the world—including, of course, the 
criminal—in the popular Press. Further- 
more, the failures thus caused are 
pilloried mercilessly before the public 
eye. Is it amy w-nder that a harried 
force loses something of its initiative?

AUSTRALIA 
SWELTERING 
IN HEAT WAVE. 


ELEGRAPHIC communication in 

Ballina, County Mayo, was cut off

Snow fell at Myshall, near Bagenals- 
town, County Carlow, and Mount Leinster 
is thickly covered. The fall was accom- , 
panied by a stiff wind. 

Snow fell heavily over South-West 
Ulster yesterday following a violent storm 
of sleet and. rain. 

There was a Leavy fall of snow in the 
Loughrea district yesterday morning. The 
weather is intensely cold, and live-stock 
are suffering from’ exposure. 

Gales over Inishowen were accompanied 


by heavy and frequent showers of large 
hailstones. Slieve Snaght was | 
covered with snow almost to its base. For 
quite considerable periods after some of 
the showers the whole countryside, in- 
cluding low-lying lands and the roads at 
Garndonagh, remained white.

IN BRITAIN. 


In North-East Yorkshire and South 
Durham a heavy snowstorm, reaching a 
blizzard, raged during yesterday, and 
drifts were several feet deep on the hills 
and on the moors. Sixteen eb of frost 
were registered. 

The South of England also experienced 
heavy storms, and a Plymouth message 
states that snow fell on Dartmoor, while 
there were also hailstorms.

PREFERENCES AND 
TARIFFS. 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
states: —A question of method, which is 
almost a question of principle, is raised 
in the interesting letter contributed to 
these columns a few days ago by Mr. 
Richard Jebb. The object of that letter 
was to persuade the Government to 
abandon or, at any rate, to postpone the 
proposed negotiations with the Dominions 
for mutual trade arrangements, and to 
adopt instead what he called the other 
path to preference. He prefers, in short, 
the conceptior of a national tariff draw" 
up primarily to suit British interests, but 
applying preferential rates to al] the 
Dominions without any preliminary ba: 
gaining or weighing of coneessions, one 
against the other. 

It is certainly a simpler method, and 
it has the advantage that in adopting it 
we should he following the practice that 
has been followed by all the Dominions 
since it was initiated by Canada 30 vears 
ago; but it really carries us only a little 
way towards the goal of effective economic 
co-operation. Valuable as have been th 
preferences given to our manufactures in 
the Dominions, it is at least arguable 
whether British industries have on balan-ze 
benefited by Dominion tariffs, and a tariff 
drawn up in Great Britain, without con- 
sidering and consulting the Dominions. 
might prove of no very great benefit to 
them, even if the duties imposed on their 
trade were substantiallv lower than those 
impored on that of their foreign coin: 
petitors. Many of the preferences given 
in theory to the Dominions micht prove 
as-illusory in practice as some of those i” 
the Dominion tariffs themselves. 


MUTUAL ASSTSTANCE. 

If preferential tariffs are to he of 
renl mutual assistance, then thev— 
both the tariffs and the preferences— 
must be so devised as to confer 
the createst possible benefit both on 
the home industrv requiring protection 
and on the Empire trade it is desired 
to encourage; and this certainly requires 
the careful: preparation and the pre- 
liminary mutual consultation to which 
Mr. Thomas referred in the statement 
eriticised in Mr. Jebb’s letter, and which 
Mr. Jebb dismissed as quite unnecesary, 
at any rate at this stage.

MR. DULANTY’S BELIEF. 


““ No, I do not agree with Mr. Dulanty’s 
statement that ' the best tonic which could 
be given to British industries generally 
would be a preference for Irish foodstuffs, 
nor am I satisfied that Mr. Dulanty has 
been reported correctly in the English 
Pres. The statement attributed to him 
strikes me as being too optimistic 
altogether. 

‘Tf we could assume that the greatest 
contributory factor towards the relief of 
depression in British industry would or 
could be merely the purchase of Irish food. 
stuffs, then our.economic millennium would 
seem to be close at hand. But such an 
outcome appears far too good to be true. 
and it would tend little to the fitting of 
our representatives for the difficult task 
before them, if they were to accept for 
ever so brief a time a line of reasoning so 
entirely illusory. 


WHAT FIGURES SHOW. 


‘“We have,” he said, “ much to gain 
and little to lose by such negotiations. At 
any such conference our representative 
would be charged not alone with the 
responsibility of securing every positive 
advantage to the Irish Free State, but 
also of averting any injury which might 
result to our existing economic structure 
were our point of view not adequately 
expressed. 

‘We buy every vear goods of greater 
value from Britain than Britain buys from 
us. On the other hand, with most of our 
competitors in the British market it lies 
the other way. Trade figures show that 
for every ós. 9d. spent on British goods 
Denmark gets back £1 for Danish com- 
modities from Great Britain. We, on the 
other hand, pay £1 2s. 9d. to Britain for 
~her goods for every £1 she expends on 
ours. Jn the circumstances it cannot be 
regarded as presumptious on our part if 
we set out what seems to be one of the 
first principles in modern trade relations— 
support those who support you. 

QUESTION OF PREFER- 

ENCES. 

“ Great Britain seems on the threshold 
of acceptance of that policy. Dreterences 
for her best customers, and particularly 
for her associates in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, seem certain. It is 
obviously our duty to take the fullest 
advantage of such a disposition. 

“I would not choose at this juncture 
to discuss the merits of tariffs in this 
country as against a substantial preference 
in the British market. But I agree 
entirely with the Minister for Agriculture 
in his statement that he preferred a sub- 
stantial tariff for one of our main export 
commodities to all the tariffs that could be 
imposed on goods coming into this 
country. Take bacon, for instance. A 
substantial preference for our bacon on 
the English market must result in better 
markets and better prices, increased pro- 
duction of pigs, increased consumption of 
home-produced feecding-stuffs, and _ in- 
creased employment. In fact, whilst it 
is the [rish farmer who will gain directly, 
every section of the community will reap 
a resultant advantare 


NON-CO-OPERATION., 


“ What are my views regarding the 
policy of non-co-operation with Great 
Britain? It is essentially unwise. Oj 
course, there are two kinds of non-co- 
operation—political and economic. The 
economic aspect is, however, largely de- 
pendent upon the political. But the 
determination of our attitude in this re- 
spect rests with the electors of the Irish 
Free State, though in coming to their de- 
cisions they: must be made aware of the 
full meaning of this policy of non-co-- 
operation, with all its implications and 
possible cofsequences. '' 

Questionel regarding the statement of 
Mr. Thos. McKeogh in yesterday’s issue 
of the Trish Times, Senator O'Hanlon 
saik that he failed to deduce what 
exactly his policy was. If his policy was 
to develop industries in the home 
country by the intensive application of 
tariffs, to open up new markets and, at 
the same time, to import only such 
articles as the couatry cannot produce— 
then his object has much to commend it. 
But its practicability is entirely another 
matter. 


THE OTHER POINT OF VIEW 


Between nations, as between in- 
dividuals, regard has to be had to the 
other point of view in trade transactions : 
but the policy of finding and extending 
ready and open markets abroad, whilst 
closing one’s own ports to the admission 
of anything but those requirements of 
our people which admit neither of manu- 
facture nor production at home, presup- 
poses an indifference to their own in- 
terests on the part of other nations, 
which it is likely to be difficult to find 
in the depressed condition of the world 
es 
“ The adjusting of trade alignments and 
the making of economic contacts and re- 
ciprocal trade understandings,” said 
Senator O'Hanlon, “' are likely to occupy 
the attention of the world’s leading

Here are a few facts to illustrate why 
postmen do not usually develop cold feet 
on their rounds. 

During the Christmas period over a 
million and a quarter letters and packets 
were posted in the Dublin city and sub- 
urban areas, representing approximately 
an increase of five per cent. over the 
postings during the same period last year. 

The numbers of letters and packets 
posted day by day were as follows :— 

December 21st, 171,000 ; December 22nd, 
303,000; December 23rd, 381,000; De- 
cember 24th, 470,000. 

The total number of registered packages 
dealt with during the same period was 
37,592. 

From December 17th to the 25th the 
particulars of parcel traffic are:—Number 
of parcels received, 280,000; number of 
parcels despatched, 300,000; number. of 
registered parcels dealt with, 40,000. The 
number of parcels delivered in Dublin and 
suburban areas during the period 19th- 
25th was 90,000. Approximately 45,000 
parcels were dealt with in the Customs 
section during the period 12th-25th.

BAGENALSTOWN, Tuesday. 
A large dump, containing a stock of land 

mines, revolvers and hand-grenades, 
was discovered by Civic Guards and de- 
tectives from Bagenalstown near Myshall, 
on Monday night. 

This morning Commandant Stapleton, 
of Dublin, visited the spot, and, as it 
was considered dangerous to open the 
dump, the entire contents were destroyed 
with a charge of gun cotton. 

The arms were contained in a large 
zinc-lined receptacle, skilfully concealed 
from view by tufts of bracken and 
stones. The box was built into a ditch 
on the slope of an adjunct to Mount 
Leinster, in the most wild and desolate 
part of the country. 


THE SLIDING DOORS. 


The box contained two sliding doors, 
and gave unmistakable evidence of hav- 
ing been recently used. 

When the dump was inspected by Com- 
mandant Stapleton this morning he came 
to the conclusion that the sliding doors 
operated a land mine hidden somewhere 
in the neighbourhood, and that it would 
be dangerous to attempt to force the box 
as it stood. It was accordingly decided 
to destroy the dump in its entirety by 
laying a charge to it. 

The resultant explosion was heard for 
miles around 


DOCUMENTS AND ARMS, 


Superintendent O’Brien, who was in 
charge of operations during the day, told 
me that through an aperture in the 
panels of the door he could plainly see a 
quantity of land mines and  hand- 
grenades. The box also contained some 
papers and a number of wires, and what 
appeared to be a telephone of the field 
type. 

Police and military from Kilkenny and 
Dublin were on the scene during the day, 
and a number of houses in the neighbour- 
hood were visited, but no arrests were 
made. 


THE FLEEING MEN. 


Late on Monday night, another corre- 
spondent writes, Superintendent O’Brien, 
of Bagenalstown, received certain infor- 
mation to which great importance was 
attached, and he with other 
oficers went to the mountain, which 1s 
ahout eleven miles from Bagenalstown. 
They saw several men running away over 
the adjacent hills, and all of them 
escaped in the darkness. 

Following this incident, which gave the

PRELIMINARY WORK TO 
BE COMMENCED. 


Work at Longmeadows, the site of the 
proposed War Memorial to the [Irish 
soldiers who fell in the Great War was 
expected to start to-day, or at latest 
before New Year s Day. 

As has been already announced, the 
memorial will take the form of a public 
park, situate alongside the River Liffey, 
at Conyngham road, and opposite the 
Phoenix Park. It will be ten acres in 
| area, and in the centre will be erected a 
| great Monolith of Remembrance, sur- 

rounded by a wide lawn. On the south 
| side of the monolith, but at a considerable 
' distance, will be a memorial cross some 
| forty-five feet high. Flanking the War

GROWING UNEMPLOYMENT 
PROBLEMS IN US. 


From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The growth of unemployment in tha 
United States is strikingly revealed by the 
official figures of the relief funds disbursed 
by thirty Jewish charitable agencies In 
America, which have just been publ.shed. 

The expenditure shows an increase in 
the first nine months of 1931 of 41 per 
cent over the expenditure in 1930, accord- 
ing to the Jewish Tele_raphic Agency, 
which adds that the number of Jewish 
families receiving aid has increased by 42 
per cent. in the same period. 

Mr. Samuel Goldsmith, director of 
Jewish ch. rities of Chicago, has estimated 
in a report to the Senate Committee on the 
unemployment problem that 1,000,000 
persons are workless in Illinois, the’ 
majority being in Chicago, and that 97,000 
families, who are being cared for by 
| charity, ate receiving £5 per cent. less 
| than the theoretical minimum requirement 
| of 10s. a week for an adult and 7s. for a 
| child. 
| Sickness and insanity are increasing, 
according to Mr. Goldsmith, who adds that 
by February 15th Chicago will have 
exhausted all its relief funds.

It is a great com- 
mercial business, employing 230,000 people. 
and with a capital investment of £140,000,000. 

“Its problems, which are those of general 
business management, have no connection 
with party politics, and the constitution of an 
erdinary Government Department is ill. 
cesigned to secure business efficiency in its 
services. For instance, we may point to the 
fact that the Postmaster-General is freqnently 
changed, for reasons wholly unrelated tu 
postal matters. The present Postmaster- 
General is the fourth to hold office in 1931. 
Equally important is the fact that the Pos? 
Office is prevented from building up any re- 
serve for its own development, since all its 
surpluses pass automatically to the Treasury. 
Other examples, such as Treasury control of 
the minutie of departmental transactions 


cuuld be given. 
EFFECTS OF FAILURE. 


“ We believe that it is impossible for any 
great commercial business to function with 
the maximum of efficiency under such condi- 
tions. We would Jay stress on the fact that 
any failure in efficiency on the part of an 
justitution of the magnitude and importance 
of the Post Office not only involves the waste 
of great sums of money, but also reacts un- 
favourably on the business equipment of the 
entire community, and inflicts cruel Joss cf 
advancement to the great ‘staff employed, 
whose personal foriunes are bound up with 
the expansion of the service. 

“ Some of us may feel that a public utility 
company might he the hest instrument for 
earrying out functions that are mainly com- 
mercial. Others of us believe that in recent 
years public opinion has watched with favour 
the evolution of special machinery for the 
conduct of essentia] national services on lines 
adapted, in each case, to the most efficient 
treatment of the particular problem in 
question, 

“The creation of the Port of London 
Authority, the Electricity Commissiuners, the 
British Broadcasting Corporation, may he 
cited as examples im point. More recently 
the solution of the London traffic problem has 
been proposed by the late Labour Govern- 
ment in the J.ondon Passenger Tianspwrt 
Bill, by the establishment of an authority 
free of political or. Treasury control. 

“We do not think that public opmion is 
satisfied that the constitution of the Post 
Office is incapable of improvement. The 
London Chamber of Commerce and other 
important commercial hodies have lately 
passed resolutions in favour of the re- 
organisation of the Post Uffice. The Union 
of Post Office Workers has been loud in its 
criticism of St. Martinux-le(iIrand under 
different political administrations. 


SOME CRITICISMS. 

“The Liberal Party, in its official publica- 
tions, has recommended placing the telephone 
service under commercial management. Recent 
articles by Major Attlee in The New States- 
man and Nation. and by Lord Wolmer in 
Lloyt’s Rank Monthly Review, contain 
criticism of the present organisation and status 
of the Department, which we feel require 
impartial examination.

“The following vommitees which have fm 


quired into services administered by the Post 
Office have reported in favour of radical 
reform in its constitvtion: The Select Com. 
mittee on Telephone Charges, 1920; thie 
Select Committee on the Telephone Service, 
1922; the Committee on the Inlsnd Tele- 
graph Service, 1927. 

‘The Royal Commission on the Civil 
Service has just reconrmended that a Special 
Committee, or Commission, should be ap- 
pointed to inquire into the organisation of 
the Post Office. 

“We believe that any reorganisation of 
the Post Office must be framed with due 
regard to the special interests of the State. 
to the needs of the public for economical and 
efficient service. and to the claims of the 
staff for justice in the terms of their em- 
ployment 

“ AVe therefore, hope that the Government 
will consent to appoint a small, but strong, 
Committee to review the whole question of 
the reorganisation of the Post Office, and 
to frame detailed proposals for its improve- 
ment in the light of the experience and 
circumstances of the present day.”

OBITUARY. 
CANON E. W. BEATTY. 

The Rev. Canon Edmond William Beatty, 
of Corkbeg, Whitegate, Co. Cork, whose 
death is announced, was a well-known and 
deeply-esteemed member of the Church of Ire- 
land, and his passing will be deplored by his 
parishioners, amongst whom he had laboured 
for over a quarter of a century. as well as by 
a wide SÁ a of friends throughout the Free 
State. He was the sor of the late Rev. John 
Beatty. LL.D., of Moynalty, Co. Meath, and 
was educated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he hid a distingmshed career, taking 
his B.A. (Eth. and Log.) m 1885, the Arch- 
ae Wing s Div. Prize (Second) in 1886, and 
first class Divinity Testimonium in 1887. In 1891 
he took his B.D. degree. He was ordained in 
1687, and served successively in Abbey- 
strewery, St. Nicholas’s. Cork, Faraghy, and 
the Isle of Caharagh before he was. in 1901. 
appointed Rector of Corkheg, the parish in 
which he functioned for thirty years until 
his death last week. In 1914 he was appeinted 
Rugal Dean of Midleton, and in 1919 became 
Examining Chaplain to the Bishop of Cork. 
In addition Le was Precenior of Cloyne and 
Canon of Killaspugmullane in St. Fin Barre’s 
Cathedral, Cork. 


MAJOR GODFREY PLACE. 
The death has taken place in a Tondon 
hospital of Major Godfrey Place, D.S©., 
M.C., Solicitor-General of Northern Rhodesia, 


at the early age of 45. The only son of Mr. | 


George William Place, I.C.S.. he had a 
distinguished career at the Dublin Uviversity 
during the years 1905 to 1909, when he was 
Senior Moderator in legal and _ political 
science, and received the degree of LL.B. 
At this time he was a prominent athlete, and 
rowed in the junior “eight.” He was also 
a member of the College Dramatic Socwty. 

Major Place was called to the Irish Bar in 
Trinity Term, 1909, and became an assistant 
examiner in the Central Land Registry, 
Dublin. At the outbreak of war he joined 
““D ' Company, 7th Battalion Roval Dublin 
Fusiliers, but soon recetved a commission irí 
the East Surrey Kegiment, and served with 
distinction in France. He was awarded the 
Military Cross and D.8.0., later being pro- 
moted to the rank of Mayor. 

After the cessation of hostilities he was an 
exammer in the Land Registry for a short 
timé before leaving for Uganda, where he 
became a District Magistrate, and took up 
work in the Crown Law Office. Some time 
later Major Place was transferred to Northern 
Rhodesia, where he became Solieitor-General. 

He distinguished himself in many fields, 
‘and was known as a contributor on African 
life to Blackwood’s Magazine aud to the 
The 
many friends of '' Dobby.”’ as he was known 
to a large circle, were grieved at the news of 


' his early death. 


MAJOR CURT VON FRANCOIS.

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_DEATH OF SIR 
JAMES O'CONNOR. 


FORMER LORD 
JUSTICE OF APPEAL. 


We regret to announce the death of Sir 
James ’Connor, which occurred at the 
residence of his son; Dr. D. M. O'Connor, in 
Dulwich Village, London, 8.E., yesterday. He 
had been in poor health for some time, 

Sir James O'Connor had a very remarkable 
career in the profession of the law. Beginning 
as a solicitor, he sought fame at the Bar, 
and, in a comparatively short space of years 
he had attaised to the high office of Lord 
Justice of Appeal. When he returned to this 
country from England, where he had practised 
at the Bar after his retirement on Ie 
from the position of Lord Justice of Appeal, 
he was, at his own request, disbarred, and 
subsequently admitted again to the solicitor’s 
iy wnkg thus ending his professional life as 
ie began it. 

Born in the town of Wexford on the Ist 
of April, 1872, Sir James O'Connor was a 
younger brother of Mr. Michael J. O'Connor, 
a solicitor who is well known for his extensive 
professional work in connection. with the Irish 
Land Acts. Destined for a legal career, voung 
James ©’Connor entered Blackrock College, 
where he went through the Intermediate 
course. On leaving Blackrock College he was 
apprenticed as a solicitor, and, at the con- 
clusion of his is RE ogg « he was 
taken into partnership bv his brother. 
Although he early secured a large and 
lucrative practice, he was dissatisfied from the 
start with the limitations of the solicitor’s pro- 
fession, and decided to study for the Bar. He 
was called to the Irish Bar in 1900, at the 
age of twenty-eight years. He immediately 
commenced to practise, and early got many 
briefs from solicitors who knew him when he 
was a member of their profession.. Bustness 
thus came to him rapidly, and he soon built 
up an extensive and lucrative practice at the 
Junior Bar 

After the lapse of eight busy years, 
he was called to the Ilyner Bar in 1908. 
His proverbial luck did not forsake him, and 
he continned to enjoy an extensive practice 
and figured in several notable cases Half a 
dozen busy vears elapsed. and. the Solicitor- 
| Generalship for Ireland becoming vacant in 
1914—-when there was a Liberal Government 
in office and when Mr. Asquith was toyimg 
with the Home Rule issuce—Mr. 0 Connor was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. Events began 
to move rapidly in Irish politics after that, 
but Mr. O'Connor remained im office, discharg- 
ing his duties in a manner that gave offence 
to no party. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
The 


office of Attorney-General for 
Ireland became vacant in 1917, and the 
pesition. In his capacity as Attorney-General 
he advised the Government strongly against 
Conscription for Ireland, and tendered his 
resignation en this point. As a way out of 
the difficulty, he was anpoimted a Chancery 
judge, on the eve of the introduction of the 
Conscription Bill. A few months’ later he 
was given the vacancy which was created im 
the Court of Appeal by the appointment of 
Lord Justice Moleny to the Chief Justicesinp. 
| Lord Justice O'Connor, therefore, reached 
his high rank when he was only forty-six 
years of age, at a time when most

barristers are only beginning to reap the 
fruits of their early labours. In the course 
of a busy career he found time to write legal 
text books, which were accepted as accurate 
guides to the subjects with which they were 
concerned. These books were “' The Licens 
ing Laws of Ireland,” “ The Motor Car 
Acts,” and ** The Irish Justice of the Peace.’’ 

In 1922 he wes appointed Chairman of the 
Railways Commission under the Provisional 
Gevernment of Ireland. He also acted as 
Chairman of the Irish Coal Commission, and 
as arbitrator in several trade disputes. During 
the acute controversy in September, 1924, on 
the question of the Northern Ireland bomu- 
dary, he entered the lists on behalf of the 
Free State, and disagreed with the cenclu- 
sions of the English ex-Lord Justice Cave. 

CREATED A KNIGHT. 

Sir James O’Connor, who was a member 
of the Privy Council, was created a Knight 
in 1925. After his retirement from the posi- 
tion of Lord Justice of Appeal in Ireland on 
a substantial pension, in his 52nd year, he 
went to reside in England, and decided to 
practise at the Bar m that country, where he 
had been a King’s Counsel since 1925. His 
health, however, caused him some anxiety, 
and he retarmed to Ireland. At his 
own request he was disbarred’ in 
Ireland, and sent an application’ to 
the Lord Chancellor of England to be dis- 
barred, as he considered that it would be an 
incongrueus position to be a King’s Counsel! 
in England and a solicitor in Dublin. His 
application to be re-admitted a solicitor, 
however, was not regarded as a matter of 
| form by the Chief Justice, who was anxieus 
to have cited to him a precedent for restoring 
to the Roll of Solicitors the name of one 
who had occupied an exalted position on the 
bench in a country in which he now wished 
to practise. It was fel that it would be 
rather embarrassing if Sir James O’Connor, 
as a sohcrtor. should now address a court, 
and cite pidgments delivered by himself as a 
| Lord Justice of Appeal as authorities im sup- 
pert of his own arguments; and enly after 
careful consideration did the Chief Justice 
accede to the applieation, but only on con- 
sideration of an undertaking being given by 
Sir James that he would not soak audience 
in the courts. This undertaking was given, 
and Sir James once more became a solicitor. 

Sir James (O'Connor was a Raman 
Catholic and a constitutional Nationalist. He 
believed firmly in the capacity of the Irish 
eople to govern themselves, and in polities 
we was a strong realist. He wrote a History 
of Ireland, 1798-1924, 1925, and was very 
much interested in economics. He was as 
well versed in the mysteries of currency and 
exchange as he was in the intricacies of the 
law of evidence, while his interest in politics 
was due largely to thew economic mnport. 

A keen golfer, he filled for several years 
the office of President of the Milltown Golf 
Chub. He was a member of the Reform 
Clab, and the St. Stephen's Green Club, 
Dublin. 

Sir James O’Connor was a brother of Mrs. 
Maud Walsh, Vice-Chairman of Pembroke 
Urban District Council, and a prominent 
social worker in Dublin, A brother, the Kev. 
Father O’Connor, was a Chaplain te the 
Forces during the European War.

MORE CLERGYMEN 
WANTED. 


POSITION IN CHURCH OF 
ENGLAND.

The Church of England is now more than 
1.506 below the clerical strength considered 
necessary to carry on the werk of the 
Church efficiently, and m the commg 
Church budget at least £20,000 is to be 
asked for towards the traimimg of can- 
didates. 

‘This is in addition to whatever may be 
raisei under Lord Grey's scheme of sponsors, 
which has produced an average of more than 
£28,000 a year since 1927. 

The difficulty of making up the shortage 
of clergy, it is said, is not a defictency of 
nen. but a lack of funds. 

“The men are ready for the work, ' an 

official at Church House explained, '' but 
the money to train them in adequate 
numbers is lacking. Parents of many young 
men who are eager to take up the ministry 
simply cannot afford the cust of the trwn- 
Ing. 
Since 1919, :t is disclosed by the Central 
Advisory Council of Training for the Miumis- 
try, that 1,206 candidates have been assisted 
by central Church funds. At present there 
are 390 camdidates in trainimg or awaiting 
ordination. 

Lord Grev’s scheme of sponsors provides 
for abeat 150 candtdates a year, and intend. 
ing sponsors are assured that all money re- 
ceived from them for this purpose is paid to 
the candidates witheut any deduction for 
costs of admnistration. 

For the last tem vears the ordinations have 
averaged 425 annually, but im the year now 
ending the number reached 498. 

To keep the clergy up to the required 
strength and meet the losses by death and 
retirement there ought to be 630 ordinations 
yearly. 


U.S. & DISARMAMENT

MR. NORMAN H. DAVIS A 
DELEGATE.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

President Hoover to-day announced the 
appointment of Mr. Norman Davis, 
formerly Under-Secretary of State, as a 
member of the United States delegation 
to the Disarmament Conference. 

Mr. Norman H. Davis, who was born 
in 1876, has had a distinguished career 
both in business aud public life. He 
became adviser to the Secretary of the 
Treasury in connection with the foreign 
loans m 1917, and was representative of 
the Treasury in London im 1918, becom- 
ing Finance Commissioner of the United 
States to Europe in 1919 and Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury in charge of 
foreign loans in November of that year. 

He served as Under-Secretary of State 
from June, 1920, to March. 1921, and 
during a portion of this period was Acting 
Secretary of State.

Lady Snowden, Lord Gainford and Dr. 
fendall have accented invitations to remain 
in office for a further period of one ycar, 
when the appointments to the Board will 
again be considered.

OPENING OF BRAY 
HOUSING SCHEME. 


FIRST STEP IN SLUM 
CLEARANCE. 
ER Sorts 


RS. MULCAHY, accompanied © by 
M Mr. Richard Mulcahy, Free State 
Minister for Local Government, and 

Mr. E. P. McCarron, Secretary of the Local 
Government Department, visited Bray yester- 
day and declared open the new buildings 
erected at Sunnybank and Fair Green. 

Thirty-eight’ houses—twenty-four with three 
rooms and the remainder with four rooms— 
have been built to replace the slum dwellings 
in Little Bray, which are to be demolished. 

The attendance included :— The Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, the Rev. Chancellor Scott, the 
Very Rev. Canon Bowden, P.P.; T, F. 
Strahan, Inspector, Local Government Depart- 
ment; The O’Mahony, T.D.; P. J. Meghen, 
B.E., Commissioner for Bray; J. Mac Cath- 
mhaoil, Town Clerk; P. Devitt, Assistant 
Town Clerk; Dr. H. J. Raverty, Medical 
Oficer of Health; E. M. Murphy, architect 
of the scheme; J. J. Winter, B.E., Clerk ot 
Works; John og E. Byrne, J. Sherwin 
(representing the Dublin City Manager Mr. G. 
J. Sherlock), and J. Sheehan. 


TOUR OF THE TOWN. 

Mrs. Mulcahy formally declared the houses 
open, and Mr. E. M. Murphy, B.E., explained 
that when the occupants of the slums were 
transferred to the new houses the slum 
dwellings would be demolished and new 
dwellings erected on the sites. A new road 
would be made from Castle street to the 
Green Park road. 

The three-roomed houses would be let at 
5s, per week and the four-roomed houses at 
8s. 6d. a week, 

Subsequently the Minister and party visited 
the new hot sea baths, the working of which 
was explained by Dr. Raverty, and local 
industries were also inspected. 

The Commissioner entertained the guests 
at luncheon in the Hotel Esplanade, but the 
Minister, Mrs. Mulcahy and Mr. McCarron 
were unable to remain, owing to a prior 
appointment. 


FIRST INSTALMENT. 

Mr. Meghen thanked Mr. and Mrs. 
Mulcahy and Mr. McCarron for their visit, as 
Bray was anxious to show how it was deal- 
ing with the slum problem in the town. The 
Bray Urban Council had endeavoured to deal 
with the problem before his time, but for 
one reason and another, particularly the want 
of money, the matter was postponed. 

The new houses were the first instalment 
of a fairly comprehensive slum clearance 
scheme, and they were now within reason- 
able distance of getting rid of what was a 
blot on the beauty of Bray. 

He desired to recognise the help given 
him in the scheme by The O’Mahony, T.D., 
and Mr. Strahan. 


LOW ALL-IN COSTS. 

The all-in cost of the smaller house was 
£2438 and of the larger £299, and the rents 
would be appropriate to those that people 
with small wages could pay. The scheme was, 
he thought, a very helpful sign towards the 
solution of the slum problem, which was a 
financial one. (Applause.) 


DUBLIN’S PROBLEM. 


LORD MAYOR’S HOPE OF 
SWEEPSTAKES. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin said that in 
Dublin they were unfortunately compelled 
to permit people to occupy houses which were 
not fit to house animals. Even these houses 
were going rapidly into decay and would 
shortly have to be closed. For every house 
closed which housed twelve families alterna- 
tive accommodation would cost £400 per 
family, or £4 800 per tenement closed. The 
housing problem was essentially a money 
problem, and its solving depended on the 
amount of funds provided. 

They wanted a million or one million and 
a half of money per year for five years in 
Dublin to deal effectively with the housing 
problem. The provision of decent housing 
for the wo~king classes is a public health obli- 
gation. The Dublin Corporation recognised 
its obligations, and upon the completion of 
the sctemes at present under construction, or 
about to he constructed, a total number of 
8,252 dwellings will have been provided at an 
expenditure of £4,344.000, while the State. 
also recognising its obligations, in addition 
to giving a grant of £1 000.000 in 1922, con- 
tributed free grants to local authorities and 
individvals for every suitabie dwelling con- 
structed. 


HUGE RISE IN RATES. 

The demand on the citizens in the present 
year for housing was equivalent to a rate of 
one shilling in the pound, and this demand 
during the Corporations’s five-years’ plan of 
building 2,000 dwellings per annum will in- 
crease the rate to 2s. 7d. in the pound. 
This, however, was not by any means the 
limit of the prospective liability, as the five 
years’ plan provides for only 10,000 dwellings, 
while there are 17,000 actually required. 

The finanee of the Corporation plan was 
Lased on a minimum rent of 2s. 6d. per week 
i room, but there were thousands of 
‘milies who could not afford to pay regu- 
ieriy even the low rent. Thus an impasse 
existed in the direction of housing the tery 
poorest, and in the absence of any practicable 
proposal he suggested that the sweepstake 
would remove this impasse and quickly lead 
to the abolition of the cellar dwellings and 
the worst class of the slums. 


DUBLIN’S PREFERENTIAL CLAIM. 
If a sum of one and a half million pounds 
was available annually for five years, he was 
of opinion that Dublin’s preferential claims 
would be fairly met by allotting one million 
a year to the capital city. It would not 
his intention entirely to relieve the city rate- 
payers of their proper responsibility in the 
matter of housing, but to endeavour to 
adjust the burden to their capacity to bear, 
more particularly in respect of the housing 
of the very poor. 
_ He congratulated Bray on the step forward 
it had taken in providing much-needed 
housing accommodation, and on the hopeful 
outlook that seemed to be before them. 

The O'Mahony, T.D., said that the entrance 
to Bray from Dublin had always been an 
eyesore to visitors, but when this scheme 
was completed all that would be changed. 

At first he did not favour hospital sweep- 
stakes, but he now had to admit that he was 
wrong. Very little harm had been done by 
them to the public, but the benefits arising 
from them were very great indeed. Un- 
deubtedly good would be done if the sweep- 
stakes were devoted to the building of houses 
for the poor.

LONG LIFE IN THE 
GAELTACHT. 


VALUE OF FRUGAL DIET

From A CORRESPONDENT. 


Free State are aged 95 years and 
upwards. It is estimated that more 

than a hundred are centenarians. The 
majority of them are resident on our Western 
shores, though, in fact, there is not a county 
that does not enjoy the presence of one or 
two people over a hundred years of age 
amongst its inhabitants. . ; 
There are at least, a dozen centenarians in 
the County Donegal, if one may judge from 
the accurate figures of the census of 1926 and 
estimate in averages. It is a fact most care- 
fully ascertained at the last census that 19 


i BOUT 800 persons living in the Irish 


Í the Province of Connaught there were then 


47 centenarians, 29 in Leinster, 23 in the 
three Ulster counties of the Free State, and 
17 in Munster. 


THE GAELTACHT. 

The great majority of these 116 persons 
were in the Gaeltacht districts and in the 
counties most distant from England, from 
which statement one of the political parties 
at the forthcoming general election might 
strengthen a plank in its platform of ‘‘break- 
ing the connection ” by arguing that that dis- 
tance conduces to longevity. 

Of the 47 centenarians in Connaught in 
1926 17 lived in Galway, 17 in Mayo, five 
each in Roscommon and Sligo, and three in 
Leitrim. Most of the others were resident 
in Western or Southern sea-board counties. 


THE OPEN-AIR LIFE. 


Ireland in the comparative measure of its 
population has long been noted for the dis- 
proportionate number of its centenarians. No 
other reason for the fact has been vouchsafed 
than that on the Western side of the country, 
where people survive to extreme old age 
more than in other parts, the inhabitants are 
addicted to frugal living and the natural 
habits which develop a hardy race. 

It is a fact that of the 116 centenarians who 
were recorded in the last census only 14 
lived in town areas and 102 in rural districts. 
Sixty-three per cent. of the population of the 
Free State is resident in what can be 
described as non-urban areas, where, for the 
most part, people conform their habits to 
the seasons and are “ far from the madding 
crowd ” and the bustle of city circumstances 
of existence. 


WHERE WOMEN HAVE THE PULL. 

Statistics of centenarians demonstrate that 
not much more than one in three of 
centenarians is a man. ‘The 1926 census 
showed that 74 were females and 42 males; 
53 were widowers and 57 widows.’ While two 
male centenarians had not married, there were 
fifteen spinsters, but two women had 
husbands alive, and two men had their wives 
still with them.

BRITAIN’S NEW TAXES.

HOW MOTORISTS FARE. 

The new British laws which come into 
force on January lst are less numerous than 
usual, but, as they include a wide extension 
of the income tax and a far-reaching change 
in the system of collecting, the number of 
persons ‘directly afiected is probably greater 
than ever before. In addition to the income 
tax changes. the new laws concern drivers 
and manufacturers of motor vehicles, the 
registration of architects, and the appoint- 
ment of salaried probation officers in Scot- 
land. 

On New Years Day a Road Traffic Act 
regulation requiring motor vehicles to be 
fitted with a driving mirror comes into force 
for the first time. The new regulation applies 
to private cars, lorries and commercial vans, 
‘buses and coaches—all kinds of motor 
vehicles, with the exception of motor cycles 

Another new regulation under the Road 
Traffic Act provides that the front glass 
sereens of all new motor vehicles coming on 
to the road for the first time on or after 
January Ist must be made of safety glass. 
This regulation affects manufacturers. 

Four million persons are affected by the 
income tax changes; about 1,750,000 of them 
have not hitherto been subject to the tax, 
The new class of taxpayers consists of persons 
with incomes ranging from £110 to £400 a 
year. On January lst they will be called 
upon to pay tax varying in amount from 7s. 
6d. to 8s. 6d. The changes which affect 
income tax payments due on January Ist 
are :—Increase in rate of tax from 4s. ód. to 
5s. in the £; reduction of personal ailowances 
from £225 to £150 for married persons, and 
from £155 to £100 for single persons; reduc- 
tion of allowances for children from £60 to 
£50 for the first child, and from £50 to £40 
for each subsequent child; reduction of house- 
keeper’s allowance from £60 to £50; the 
first £175 of taxable income to be charged 
at 2s. 6d. in the £, instead of the first £225 
chargeable at 2s. in the £; earned income 
allowances are increased from one-sixth to one 
fifth; three-quarters of the year’s tax, in- 
stead of one-half, to be payable on January 
1st.
